'ho Czar's Envoy Laya Howii the Lnw to 
tho llulgnrs an Though Thei-o Worn No 
"run-on"—Some Contributions to tlio 
Salvationist "Sulf-Doiilnl ruml "—l''ur- 
t'ttpi Miscellany.

The 
irctilar also accuses tho Bulgiu-ians of acts in 
Icflunce ol discipline, of burning Russian 
lags, o£ buniiug and otherwise destroying 
lie insignia of. St. Goorgo, wherever found, 
and ot shou'ing many other evidences of dis- 
'espeet to tho czar and his government. Riis- 
_ia, tlio circular says, can uot allow tho trial 
jy court martial, or otherwise, of tho eon- 
pirutxjrs whoso acts compollod tho abdication 
5:' Frineu Alexander; nor will she permit 
'rincu Alexander to return to Bulgaria. 
It is understood that in view of tho tono ol 


tins eircular, which bus been widely circu- 
ated by Russian agents tho governniunt 
of Bulgaria will resist to the last tho demands 
contained iu tho czar's Ultimatum of which 
Gon. 
Kaulbars was tho bearer.
